TUE SECRETARY OF STATS AND THE.

But when 
the Duke's term came to an end a change Was 
made, which experience has proved to be a very 
unwise ong, ‘LordWolseley, it is true, was ap-, 


pointed :Commander-in Chief, but hia duties oud 


his powers wore not the samo as thore of his 
predecéssor. Under the existing arrangements 
the, Secrotary of ‘State for War is not pound to 
go to the. Commander-in-Chief for advices about 
military mattera, nor is hé bound: to take that 


=] adyice when. it is offored. On the contrary, the 


‘Secretary of State ia now at liberty to: ask the 
opinion of threo ox four different officers and 
ofiicinls at the Wor Office, without consulting the, 
Commander-in:Chief at all.’ “These officers and 
officials not only may, but do report to the Bee: 
retary of State without consulting, and- some- 
times without oven informing the Commander- 
in:Chiof. Of course the Seoretury of State eaw 
accept their advice, ‘or decline to accept it, a8 
he pleases: Now it will be easily seon that from 
an. arrangemont ofthis kind certain conse- 
quences follow. In tho, first placa the Com" 
mander-in-Chiei who, -is, or ought to. be, 
the best. soldior in the army, has. ceaned to 
have. any. real ‘yeaponsibility whatever." In 
the old dys, if ho gave advice on a matter 
which’ lie. considered . of vital importaiice, 
and the Secretary of Stote refused to, accept 
it, he might if-he chose resign, ‘or if he didnot 
resign might. muke use of his great position to 
get the matter reconsidered, Now, “ however, 
there is no reason why the Commandor-in-

. AN APPEAL TO WURINESS MEN. 

It is hoped that these articles will be read by 
many persons who oro engaged ‘in. business,
